These plaques, which have survived in large numbers, were suspended as 
oscilla against the walls or between the columns of temples, gymnasia and 
other buildings, in order to keep the air free from malevolent spirits by their 
movement or ‘oscillations’. Oscilla were of various kinds and shapes (see the 
note on the oscilla in the basilica of Porta Maggiore in J.H.S. XLIV, 1924, 
pp. 65 ff., art, Strong and Joliffe). The round marble Oscilla were com- 
monly decorated with Dionysiac figures, Oscilla being in origin merely an 
episode in the decoration of the sacred tree beneath which the Bacchic banquet 
was celebrated and also doubtless because the swaying and rhythmical move- 
ment of the dancing figures lent itself in the decoration of a circular object. 
The majority of the plaques date from the Augustan period, and this seems 
to be the date of the above example.
